As I write, the night has crawl- 
‘ed through the woods and chased 
away the shadows. A new moon Is 
floating among the stars. which» 
mow lean eloser, One feels frost 
for autumn is surely on our door 
steps. The deep lush green is gone, 
Watch the tree-tops which are un- 
touched by a wisp of wind and lis- 
ten, Then in a few minutes there 
comes a far off whisper, It in- 
creases and those same tops are 
in motion. Autumn leaves, crisp 
and rustling touch each other and 
the silence is broken. After this 
“walker” has passed by, silence is 
again on the October night. 

Possibly we keep our lives and 
thoughts within too many walls 
and canopies and so it is good for 
us to stand beneath the stars and 
thave the barriers thin away. We 
see a broader scope; autumn on 
the hills with depth and distance. 
We then realize there is more 
than day or night and that life 
thas more than one dimension. 

Like waves washing footprints 
from the shore; time erases mem- 
ories from much of the past. But 
I shall always hold in memory my 
days when I was a touseled-haired 
“girl, wandered saucer-eyed in the 
green wonderland of fragrance of 
damp earth, scampering wild 
things, and along brooks that 
Jaughed. Those things still bring 
me -pleasure. 

‘This week I walked the woods 
where leaves still trimmed the 
hard woods. The air was fresh and 
the fragrance of damp earth was 
all about. Nature Had opened mil- 
lions of bottles of perfume and 
the scents drifted among the ev- 
ergreens. 

I came to an opening and sat 
underneath some towering pines 
and white birches. The little clear- 
ing where I sat was trimmed with 
more densely mixed growth that 
thad steadily crawled back to re- 
claim the land. 

I traveled a patch and saw a 
plump partridge rise from beside 
some ferns.

Standing there looking out 
across the valley oné comes to an 
understanding for the reason why 
the pioneer farmers left their hill- 
side farms and descended to the 
valley floor. 


Going down the hillside I walked 
among the goldenrods with brown 
tangles 
plumes near old walls were polish- 
ed mahogany acorns in their tam- 
o’shanter caps and the oaks in 
leaves of brown. 

‘On the same day a small flock 
of geese walked the farm field 
where Clyde was picking apples. 
They flew up at his approach then 


circled above his head then left » 


for the pond. This tells us that 
Seasonal weather has begun to set- 
tle in, up where the geese spend 
the summer, Most birds migrate in 
silence but not the geese. As they 
vanish from sight toward the 
south and I listen to the last echo 
of their going, I usually feel faint- 
ly sad. Maybe its the echo of an- 
other summer which has vanished.

He stated that 20 other Towns 
had been similarly affected, 
‘The Tree Growth Tax Law was 
discussed further at the meeting, 
as to changes that might be made. 
In 1978, Newry lost over $10,000 
under the law, over the amount 
of the reimbursement. Hanscom 
stated that he felt the law should 
be changed, and that municipali- 
ties should tax Tree Growth land 
the same as other woodlots not un- 
der Tree Growth, Owners would 
then file a claim with the State, 
similar to the Elderly Persons Tax 
and Rent Refund Claim, and the 
State then make the refund to the 
land owners. A severance tax on 
wood cut from Tree Growth Land 
would be assessed, this tax to fi- 
nance the refund, Norris stated 
that he felt that his office could 
easily handle such a program, and 
that a tax, possibly as low as five 
cents per cord on wood cut on Tree 
Growth acreage could finance the 
refunds, In this way, woodland 
owners would get the benefit of 
Tree Growth, and would pay when 
wood was harvested. 

Another topic discussed at Fri- 
day morning's meeting was the 
Bethel Water District’s claim. to 
tax exempt status on their land in 
Newry. The law clearly exempts 
Water District’s pipes, buildings, 
plants, etc. located in another 
Town from taxation, but does not 
mention land. The Selectmen feel, 
and Norris and others from the 
Bureau of Taxation agree, that the 
land is taxable. Norris stated that 
several other water districts in the 
State owned land in other Towns, 
and that all paid taxes on the land. 
Bethel has paid taxes on the Jand 
since the district was formed in 
1967, but notified Newry in July 
of this year that they were claim- 
ing tax exemption on the Jand.

The Head Start Program is de- 
signed to provide education, 
health, mental health, nutrition, 
parent involvement and social ser- 
vices. 

The health program stresses im- 
munizations, growth measurement, 
vision and hearing screening, phy- 
sical examinations and arrange- 
ments for medical and dental 
treatment. 

Education in the program, stres- 
ses language development, con- 
cepts of shape, color, size, weight, 
science, art, music, and physical 
development. 

Children in the program receive 
hot nutritious meals. Both the 
children and their parents receive 
education in proper nutrition. 

Parent involvement in both pro- 
gram decision making and class: 
room operation is encouraged, Pa- 
rents are also assisted in finding 
the social services they may re- 
quire. 

Ten per cent of the program’s 
slots are available to children 
with handicapping conditions. 
These conditions include the areas 
of deafness, mental retardation, 
visual impairment, emotional dis- 
turbance, or physical handicaps.

Head Start works with other 
agencies to provide these neces- 
sary services.

GREATEST HALLOWEEN 
DANGER IS CLOTHING FIRE 


The State Fire Marshal warns 
that the greatest hazard at Hal- 
loween is the clothing fire. 

“The trick of keeping Halloween 
safe for the youngsters is to treat 
its hazards with respect, especially 
since fire and costumes produce 
tragedy,” said State Fire Marshal 
Bon Bisset of the Maine Depart- 
ment of Public Safety. 

Bisset suggests the following 
basic safety rules for Halloween 
time: 

If costumes are purchased at a 
store, be sure they are marked 
“flame-proofed.” This includes 
masks, wigs and beards, If cos- 
tumes are homemade, the flame- 
proofing process can be done at 
home also, using a solution of 
borax and boric acid, But never 
rely completely on flame-proofing 
treatment, and be sure that chil- 
dren in costumes keep a respectful 
distance from any source of flame, 
or intense heat. 

For added safety, see that cos- 
tumes are short enough so young- 
sters don’t trip on them, and of 
light colors so motorists can easily 
see them. 

Use a flashlight to light up the 
pumpkin which the children car- 
ry—never a candle which can set 
clothing afire. 


Indoors, lighted candles for dec- 
orative purposes can be risky too, 
because autumn leaves, dry corm- 
stalks and berry branches and 
similar fall decorative arrange- 
ments ignite easily. Watch out for 
light bulbs, open fires and smok- 
ing near such decorations.

VIETNAM VETERAN 
NOT FORGOTTEN 

In an emotionally charged debate 
that pitted veteran against veteran, 
American Legion delegates attend- 
ing the 61st annual National Con- 
vention at Houston, Tex., grappled 
with the question of when a war 
begins and when it ends. 

The fight to open the dates of 
the Vietnam War period was led 
by Maine American Legion State 


Adjutant Daniel Lambert, Orring- P 


ton, four time wounded veteran 
of the famed Darby’s Rangers of 
WW I. For thousands of Vietnam 
vets the Southeast Asia conflict 
officially began Aug. 5, 1964, with 
the Gulf of Tonkin resolution. Af- 
ter the smoke of the fight at the 
convention cleared, Lambert had 
steered a resolution through the 
Convention which decided that the 
Vietnam War began on Dec. 22, 
1961, the date the first American 
died in the conflict. 

Because The American Legion 
is a congressionally chartered or- 
ganization, it will take the approv- 
al of Congress to change the char- 
ter of the group to set the new 
dates of eligibility. 

Lambert told the Convention 
session that nearly 300 Americans 
were killed between Dec. 22, 1961 
and Aug. 5, 1964, when Congress 
states the present dates are effec- 
tive and that thousands of others 
were wounded and disabled. 

“Let's open the doors of The 
American Legion to all the veter- 
ans of the Vietnam Conflict,” 
Lambert told the cheering Con- 
vention. “Let’s say to them, ‘Wel- 
come Home’, The American Legion 
loves you.” 

Many did not agree and held 
firm that the old dates should 
stand, Responding, Lambert said 
“How do you tell a young vet who 
lost his leg in Vietnam prior to 
official dates that he is only fit 
to fight but not eligible for The 
American Legion?” The Maine Ad- 
jutant said that Congress should 
give speedy approval to the change 
in the Legion’s charter because 
Vietnam vets are taking pride in 
their role as servicemen. 

Mundt-Allen Post +81 of The 
American Legion always has and 
still does take deep pride in its 
Vietnam vets. The Post feels sure 
that this resolution will be passed 
by Congress, So if you are a Viet- 
nam veteran that served within 
Dec, 22, 1961 and May 7, 1975, join 
your fellow Viet vet, Commander 
Joe Taylor, to help in the contin- 
uing endeavor of The American 
Legion to safeguard and preserve 
the benefits for all veterans.

Returnable Container Question 

‘Do you wish to REPEAL the 
returnable container law (Boitle 
Bill?” 

If the “Bottle Bill” is repealed it 
would eliminate the returnable bot- 
tle law which we now have in ef- 
fect and you would return to us- 
ing throwaway containers, 
Proposed Constitutional 
Amendment 

“Shall the Constitution of Maine 
be amended to remove the Liter- 
acy requirements for eligibility to 
vote?” 

The purpose of this resolution 
is to repeal that section of the 
Maine Constitution which requires 
that a person must be able to 
read the Constitution in the Eng- 


' lish language and write his name 


before he can vote. This amend- 
ment ig needed to make our Con- 
stitution compatible with federal 
intent. 

Referendum Question #1 

“Shall a bond issue be ratified 
in the amount of $16,500,000 for 
bridge and highway improve- 
ments?’’ 

These funds will permit the 
continuation of an ongoing, basic 
program to improve deteriorated 
Maine roads and bridges in all 
areas of the State. The major por- 
tion of the bond issue, $9.1 million, 
or 58%, will be used to improve 
bridges in serious condition. Oth- 
er projects will emphasize safety 
improvements and upgrade the ex- 
isting programs, At present the 
Department has $32.9 million com- 
mitted highway bonds that have 
been approved, but not issued. 
Referendum Question #2 

“Shall a bond issue be ratified 
in the amount of $11,810,000 for 
public fish piers, airports and oth- 
er transportation improvements?” 

From an economic development 
standpoint, in order to attract and 
provide clean, small industries, 
Maine must have a safe and ade- 
quate airport system. To take ad- 
vantage of the 200-mile limit and 
allow fishermen to offload their 
catch and take on supplies, ac- 
cess to adequate, safe piers is nec- 
essary. This bond issue could help 
in that effort. 

Approval of these funds will as- 
sist local communities in improv- 
ing safety and conditions of ex- 
isting facilities at Maine airports 
(over 33 airports have been includ- 
ed in the Transportation Improve- 
ments Program). 

The Maine fishing industry 
will be aided by these monies to 
provide and improve basic fish 
pier facilities at priority locations 
along Maine’s coast.

for local government buildings?” 

Federal and/or state matching 
funds are currently available for 
making energy conservation im- 
provements to schools, hospitals 
and state owned buildings. 

This bond issue would extend 
these efforts to local and county 
government buildings. By this pro- 
posed creation of a state bond 
issue fund, through which 50% of 
energy efficiency imporvements 
costs can be met, local and county 
governments will have a strong 
financing incentive to undertake 
such improvements, thereby con- 
serving energy, setting a communi- 
ty éxample and having a moderate 
effect on local property taxes. Such 
a bond issue will complement ex- 
isting National Energy Conserva- 
tion Act programs. 

It should be strongly emphasized 
that approval of any bond issue 
is a BORROWING OF MONEY. 
When the bonds are sold, cash is 
received from the purchaser, but 
must be paid in full over a num- 
ber of years with substantial in- 
terest. Thus, the overall cost of 
any project which is financed by 
bonds is substantially more if 
funded by bonding than if funded 
by direct appropriation. Although 
an inerease in taxation may per- 
haps be avoided for the time be- 
ing, you should be aware that 
there is a substantially higher cost, 
and responsibility for paying that 
cost is being placed on future tax. 
payers. 

For eight of the last 11 years, 
the size of the State’s debt has 
increased steadily and substan- 
tially. During that time, Maine lost 
its AAA credit rating. During this 
11 year period there were more 
bonds issued than retired (more 
money borrowed than paid back). 
However during the Longley ad- 
ministration the state made a sin- 
cere effort to retire more than it 
has issued. During that time we 
retired about $18 million worth 
of debt, while we are borrowing 
about $16 million. Therefore each 
year we attempted to retire about 
$2 million more than we have bor- 
rowed. 

At the present time Maine has 
262,050,000 in bonds issued and 
outstanding, In addition, voters 
have approved an additional $149,- 
988,355. which have not been is- 
sued yet, That represents a total 
potential debt of $412,038,355 in a 
state with slightly over a million 
people. The principal and interest 
in the bonds alone for fiscal year 
1979-80 is $35,278,049.35.

ing excavated by a group of Har- 
vard students. 


‘GOULD ARCHAEOLOGY 


PREHISTORIC DIG 


Recently the Archaeology class 
at Gould visited Mt, Jasper in Ber- 
lin, N. H. The site is a mine op- 
erated by the Indians inhabiting 
that area about 5,000 years ago. It 
is being carefully excavated by 
a group of Harvard students un- 
der the direction of Dr. Bruce 
Gramley, of the Harvard-Peabody 
Museum in Boston. 

The Indians chipped out pieces 
of rhyolite, a fine-grained, glassy 
rock from a deposit of the ma- 
terial on the top and side of Mt. 
Jasper. They used the rhyolite to 
make a wide variety of stone im- 
plements, such as scrapers, points, 
gauges and knives. After the In- 
dians had exhausted the deposit 
of shyolite on the top of Mt. Jas- 
per, they moved down the cliff 
face and began an extensive mine 
into the mountain. This mine even 
has a pillar supporting the roof, 
which is a very sophisticated min- 
ing technique even today, 

The Gould students had an op- 
portunity to attempt to make an 
artifact from the rhyolite. 

The site is open to the public 
and it is hoped that it will be- 
come city property, thus protect- 
ing it for future generations. 

Gould’s Archaeology class will 
next visit the Maine State Muse- 
um in Augusta to speak with the 
director and conservator of arti- 
facts at that institution.
